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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the Applicant's discussion of the 35 
U.S.C 112 rejections, the Applicant cited the supports for the rejected limitations. However after consideration, the Examiner still does 
not find the cited locations support the limitation. For example, page 9, lines 17-119 and page 12, line 31 to page 13, line 1 do not 
support limitation "each by comprises eight bits and where each bit is displayed as a unique pixel". Page 9, lines 17-19 merely teaches 
the recognition enhancement by selectively insert bit elements into the calculated regions. Also, page 12, line 31 to page 13, line 1 only 
discloses concept of black and white pixel. Thus, nowhere in these locations support the aforementioned limitation above. Similarly, 
other cited locations do not supported the rejected limitations under 35 U.S.C, 112, first paragraph. Also, the Applicant argues (page 10 
of the Remarks) that the prior art does not teach the manipulation of gaps in character strokes. The Examiner hereby cite more locations 
in the reference that clearly can be read as this claimed limitation specifically at FIG. 5B; FIG. 18A-FIG.18D; FIG. 19A-FIG.19D; column 
9, lines 60-65; column 14, lines 31-39; and column 15, lines 28-60. These locations clearly can be read on a method/means/process of 
manipulation/process/identify gaps in characters strokes. Thus, the Examiner suggests that the claim language should change to 
"identifying of gaps inside/within the pattern of character stroke" would be able to overcome the reference .
